NEW DRINKING AGE PRO- 
POSAL ... 

The legislature’ Ss, considera- 
tion of two bis to raise the 
legal drinking age have gener- 
ated a great deal of controversy 
over the past several months. A 
bill in the Senate would in- 
crease the drinking age to 19. 
which a House bill would raise 
it to 21. 

During public hearings at the 
end of last year. arguments 
were clearly voiced in opposi- 
tion and support of the 19-year- 
old measure from students. tea- 
chers and school administra- 
tors. making it clear that this is 
a ticklish issue. 

On one side are the Statistics 


ine inCiBaBING numser ot 
alcohol-related accid 
ong teenagers. the problems in 
schoois with kids drinking in 
parking lots and supplying 15, 
46 and 17-year olds with liquor. 
On the other side is the ques- 
tion of rights — if we give 
18-year olds the responsibilities 
and rights of adults. can we 
realistically deny them this 
one? 

Last week my Republican col- 
feague in the House. Repre- 
sentative Danald Gilmer, intro- 
duced two bills which address 
the problem in a different man- 
ner. 

Gilmer has proposed passage 
of @ bill which would make it 
illegal to sell liquor to take out 
to anyone under 20 years of age. 
He reasons that {his way the 
rignts of the 18-year olds are nal 
infringed upon — they may still 
drink legally. But they cannot 
buy it at a liquor store to take 
home or back to schoo!, and 
therefore won't have the oppor- 
tunity to supply it to younger 
people.

We received the fc!lowing report from the Michiaan Office of 
Highway Safety Planning and pass it on to those of you who may be 
interested: 


1977 1S ENDED — HOW DID WE DO? 
The Michigan State Police, which collects the crash data from 
agencies in the state, doesn't close its books on a year until it is 
ry sure it has all delayed reports and eventual deaths from 1977 


But tit looks now that 1977 will go into the books as a pretty 
good year as far as traffic fatalities are concerned. 

There were 1,897 deaths counted as of last December 31. nine 
fewer than the year before at that time. Late reports boosted the 
4976 toll to 1,955. MSP’s experts figure that 1977's final tol! will ond 
up between 1,930 and 1,935. The top figure, then, would give 
Michigan a 1977 traffic death toll 1.02% lower than 1976. 

It is impossible right now to estimate the final mileage death 
rate — 3.22 in 1976 — because total mileage estimates always are 
late. But we know that there was more travel in the state last year. 

However, and that's a big “however”, MSP projects its data to 
suggest that there were 377,000 crashes in traffic in 1977 — an 
increase of about 3% — and 167,000 traffic injuries — an increase 
of about 2.5%. 

The 1977 year ended with a good Christmas Holiday report: 
seven persons killed in traffic, down 58.8% from 1976. 

The new year started off with 10 holiday deaths or 23% less 
than New year's i977.

Gasoline sales in Michigan 
edged up 2.7 per cent in the last 
quartet uf 1977 compared with 
the same three months a year 
earlier, the State Highway Com- 
mission reported today. 

The small increase —- less 
than half the 6.1 per cent growth 
between the same quarters of 
1975 and 1976 — probably 
reflects increased registrations 
of Jighter weight automobiles 
and improved engine perform- 
ances. The number of motor 
vehicies regisiered in Michiaan 
rose by about 270.000 to a 
record 6.14 million from mid- 
1976 to mid-1977. 

Hevenues from the nine-cent- 
per - gallon gas tax totaled 
$103.171.559 in the October- 
December quarter last year, an 
increase of $2,679,323-trom the 
comparable pcriod of 1976. In 
the same period, the seven- 
cent-per gallon diesel fuel tax 
produced $6,106,982, up by 
$506,036. or nine per cent, ac- 
counting for an over-all three 
per cent increase in motor fuel 
tax revenucs. 

Weight taxes from the sale of 
license plates to resident mo- 
torists totaled $28,282,586, an 
increase of $2,128,913. or 8.1 
per cent. The great bulk of 
license plate sales takes piace 


between January 1 and March 1,. 


the deadline for license plate 
renewals. 

Fuel and weight taxes, plus 
interest earned and miscella- 
neous revenues - produced 
$142.516,379 for Michigan's Mo- 
tar Mahiclo Hinhwav Fund an 
increase Of $5,599,773 oF 4.4 p 
cent. 

Proceeds are being distribu- 
ted to the state, tne counties 
and the municipalities after 
deductions of $13,549,476 for 
various grants and collection 
costs. 

These include $1,280,096 to 
the State Waterways Fund, 
$5,621,963 to the General Trans- 
portation Fund for bus and rail 
programs and 36,387,843 
collection costs. 

Of the $128,966.902 being 
distributed, the Department of 
State Highways and Transpor- 
tation received $57,249,921 as 
its share for the state highway 
system. The 83 county road 
commissions will collect $46,- 
217.967 as their portion and the 
531 municipalities $25,589,013. 

Crawford County received a 
total of $158,459 compared to 
$151,178 in 1976, while Grayling 
received $10,714 compared to 
$10,243 in the previous year. 

Otsego County received $193- 
401 while Gaylord received 
$15,315. Roscommon County 
received $196,127 with Ros- 
common receiving $4,877. In 
Kalkaska the county received 
$187,559 and the village re- 
ceived $10,306.

The Commisstor asked for 
voluntary measure by electrical 
customers and authorized uti- 
nines to pass on the higher 
costs of oil and qas as a coal 
supplement ian order to extend 
present coal supplies. 

The higher prices will cost an 
average residential customer 
about $1 50 more per month and 
estimates indicate such @ pro- 
gram would enable coal sup 
plies to last two weeks longer 
than otherwise would be pos- 
sie 

Utilities have about 60 days of 
coat on hand and it will taxe 
about 30 days after the strike is 
sattled to replenish supplies. 

Ohio. meanwhile. has only a 
14 day supply. 

With current supplies, coal 
would run out by April t if no 
steps were taken The tse of oil 
and gas would extend supplies 
to aheut mid-April and volun- 
tary conservation would main- 
tain supplies until about May 1.

Tax Relief Avaiiabie | 


To Victims Of Blizzard 


DETROIT, Mi—Immediate tax 
relief is available for many 
Michigan taxpayers who suffor- 
ed property losses in the 
January 26 blizzard which war- 
fanted a declaration of emer- 
gency by the President, the 
Internal Revenue Service an- 
nounced today. 

Tax law permits taxpayers in 
afeas designated eligible for 
federal assistance to deduct 
losses on either their current 
year's tax return or the prior 
year's return. according to the 
IRS. 

Losses to business property 
are generally deductible in full 
while nonbusiness losses are 
deductible only in the amount 
that each exceeds $100, the IRS 
said. Deductions are not allow- 
ed for the portion of any loss 
reimbursed or expected to be 
reimbursed by insurance or 
other compensation. Individuals 
can amend the prior year's 
return by camoletina Form 


1040X and submitting it to the 
IRS. Corporate taxpayers should 
use Form 1120X. 

All Michigan counties were 
designated eligible for federal 
assistance by the Federal Dis- 
aster Assistance Administration 
Administrator. 

Taxpayers should compile 
lists of those iterns damaged or 
destroyed, and determine their 
value immediately before and 
after the loss occurred. Before- 
and-after photos of the dam- 
aged property and judgments of 
appraisers are helpful in es- 
labiishing the amount of joss. 

Taxpayers who need help in 
preparing their returns or claim- 
ing refunds should contact their 
focal IRS office. Two helpful 
IRS booklets, Publication 547, 
“Tax Information on Disasters, 
Casualty Losses and Thefts.” 
and Publication 584 "Workbook 
for Determining Your Disaster 
Loss,” are also available free 
from IRS offices.

New building code standards 
take into account energy saving 
design. New building plans 
have to meet these standards ia 
order to get a buiiding permit. 
Your building inspector 
supply you with this kind of 
information. 

These standards are quite 
minimum. A bulletin put out by 
Michigan State University's Co- 
operative Extension Service tells 
you how you can go beyond 
minimum standards to save 
even more on your heating bill. 

Reduce the size and number 
of rooms 10 inos# needed by ihe 
family. Bedrooms of 120 square 
feet are very adequate for 
sleeping. Large living rooms 
with 50 to 150 square feet of 
unused space in the center are 
often used only occasionally by 
families. Combine activities in- 
to a large family room where the 
whole family can be together. 
This room could include food 
preparation, dining area, child- 
ren's play area, place for read- 
ing, sewing, office and other 
things. depending on the fa- 
mily.

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Purely by accident, | think’ I've 
discovered an important reason private 
enterprise has trouble with government, 
and vice versa. 

The whole thing may be old hat to 
some, but | feel the same thrill as a 
person must have fait who first inad- 
vertently spilled a few splashes of dry 
vermouth into his glass of straight gin, 
thereby inventing the martini. 

| was glancing through a recent issue 
of something called “LABORegister,” 
which is published by the Michigan 
Siate Department of Labor — an innova- 
tion of the recent head of the labor 
department, Keith Molin. Molin has 
since moved on to the state Department 
of Commerce, and | pored over his 
farewell message to his former state 
agency printed in its magazine. 
everything there was to do in the labor 
lieid — “there remain jobs yet un- 
finisned.” Foremos 
is reform of the workers’ compensation 
law. 

"The existing system is grossly 
inequitable and inefficient," Molin said. 
“It serves neither labor nor manage- 
ment, and costs us alt much in the 
process. Yet we have been unable to get 
a reform package through the iegisla- 
ture.” 

Nothing remarkable in these remarks 
so jar; they sound like usual bureau- 
cratic rhetoric. 

But Molin also talked about occu- 
pationai safety in this passage: 

“During the past three years, the 
labor department moved from the tradi- 
tional potice officer-looking-over-your- 
shouider way of doing things to an 
approach that stresses a partnership 
between the department and private 
employers and labor. And it works 
because people are much more wililing 
to cooperate than to be coerced.” 

Again Molin talked about creating 


new jobs in these terms: 

“At the labor department, we have yet 
to complete cur efforis to make the 
siate a partner with the private sector of 
the economy in crafting a long-range 
solution to unemployment, and es- 
pecially unemployment among the 
economically disadvantaged.”

learned to look a bit askance at bureau- 
crats who refer to “the disadvantaged” 
in any area; usually they’re spenders. 

But back to the great discovery ... in 
speaking of safety, Molin emphasizes 
the “partnership” between the state, 
labor and business; in talking about 
new jobs, he wants to “make the state a 
partner” with private enterprise. 

li seems to me, that’s the’ wrong 
As one private business 
enterpreneur, | don’t consider govern- 
ment as my partner, and | don't want 
government as my partner, either. 

When | pay my Michigan singte 
business tax I'm convinced that both 
Gov. Milliken and the state tax collector 
think of the state as my partner — one 
who grabs its share oul of the company 
treasury first, whether the company 
TaRES a pruiii oF iol. 

By the same token, | don't think it’s 
right if government considers labor as a 
partner, either; in both the state and the 
national capitols, there's too much 
cronyism between unions and govern- 
ments, in my opinion, as reflected in 
one-sided pro-labor laws and one-sided 
pro-labor agencies, to the detriment of 
the private enterprise system as a 
whole. 

Government, labor and business all 
have important roles to play in our 
economy: hut they are senarate and 
unique roles. Labor and business are in 
partnership. whether they like it or not: 
but government, cither state or federal. 
should not properly have an equal part- 
nership role, such as Molin and many 
other bureaucrats and politicians seem 
to envision. 

Pat Babcock, who is Molin’s suc- 
cessor in the state labor department, at 
first glance, seems to have a more 
reasoned view. The same issue of the 
agency’s publication says that under 
Babcock’s "philosophy of government. 
there is a place for the government and 
inere’s a piace jor the private sector in 
ihe economy, and it is paramount they 
cooperate and understand each other's 
objectives.” 

if! go along with that reasoning. 
Cooperation, yes. Understanding, yes. 
But partnership? A resounding “no” 
from this one small corner of the ‘private 
sector.
